From an aged man we found rake
Ing up the brown leaves on a wide
lawn, 1t was learned that the busy
mill and pretty village came through
the succesa mcquired In the moss-
covered stone wialls wa had Just pasied,

The growth of the businesa started
In them had demanded more room, het-
ter rallrond accommodations and mopd-
ern equipment. The Inviting beautlon
we viewod aboul un wera the resnits,

Yes, ruine sometimes tell of the
sudness and dispppalntmenta that coma
through fallures, But more often thoy
wre muate mossangors that point Lha
wny for us to the frults of progrons
further up the road.

And go It Is with the old ehurches,
When we see the one-time prosperous
eidiflen downtown showing the need
of repalra and attended only by a
handful of worshipers, wa should not
be led to think that church work Is
waning.

Let um mtroll together through the
comfortable realdential sections, and
there wa will find scorea of handsoma
churches that are there only beacnuse
of the work of long ago 'n the cen-
tral bulldings that seem to bo withe
